Beer Tax 


Washington, Dec. W.—The program in 


tha house for the coming week contem- 
plates the consideration and passage 
o£ »he legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill, and the bill for the 
reduction of the war revenue taxes. 
Wednesday will be devoid ol legislation, 
as on that day the exercises in connec- 
tion with the centennial celebration of 
the removal of th* »ea.t of government 
to Washington will be held in th* housa. 


The legislative appropriation bill Is 


not expected to consume more than two 
days at meet, probably only one, and the 
leaden expect that th« remainder of the 
week will uufflce to pass the war revenue 
reduction act. 
It Is probable that spe- 


cial Interests which do not receive the 
consideration in. the bill which they 
think they are entitled to will attempt 
to amend It 
This ie eepeoiaJly true of 


the brewing Interests; which hope to 
tecure a further reduction of the tax 
on beer from Jl.SO a barrel, as fixed by 
the committee, to J1.S5 a barrel. 
A plan 


has been organized by which those in- 
terests believe they can accomplish the!* 
purpose. 
In order to secure this reduc- 


tion, which will amount to about J7,- 
flOO.OOO, that amount of, revenue mutt be 
retained, and those members who are 
working for a further reduction on be*r 
will advocate the retention of the tax 
on bank > checks and discounts, which 
amounts to about the zame sum. 
It 


is understood that many of the larger 
tanks are not opposed to the retention 
of this tax on th» ground that It re- 
duce* the number of email checks pre- 
sented for payment and thus reduces 
the cost of the clerical force in the banks. 
Most of the Republican members of the 
ways and means committee, however, 
do not believe a successful fight can be 
waged against any feature of the. com- 
mittee's hill. 


The senate will continue to jflve It* 


attention to t%e Hay-Paunoefote treaty 
and the ship subsidy bill during the pres- 
ent week, talcing up first one and then 
the other as may »uit the convenience 
of those who may wish to speak on the 
two measures.

He ha«, In- 
deed, said that he would be content to 
allow his bill to follow closely In the 
wake of the shit? bill.

Bxedlebt Facilities PrtrrlfUel For 


Baadlinsr ttoe Immigrant* by In- 
spectors— Larce Bathing; House One 
•f th* Chief IiaprOTemeate ~-All 
Strvotopca Afcaolntely Fireproof. 
The bureau of Immigration will be 


transferred from the present quarters 
to the new station on Kills Island the 
16th of December, says th* N»w York 
Times. The transition from the cramp- 
ed and badly arranged quarters which 
flie bureau has occupied since the fire 
that destroyed tbe old station on the 
Island In 1S87 will be marked. One 
has only to remember tbe old ram- 
shackle structure to be able to appre- 
ciate tbe magnificent and admirably 
arranged new quarters. 


Tbe main building, situated In tbe 


center of tb* Island, is S85 feet in 
length and 165 feet in' width. 
Tbe 


body of tbe building Is 62 feet high, 
•while the four towers at each corner 
are 100 feet from tbe ground to tbe 
top of tbe domes. Tbe style is a con- 
glomeration of several styles of archi- 
tecture, the predominating style being 
that of the French renaissance. Tbe 
material used in the construction is 
brick, with light stone trimmings, har- 
monized so as to make the general ef- 
fect as attractive in appearance as pos- 
sible. 


The spires of the towers are copper 


covered, and In the top of each is an 
Observatory, from which a splendid 
view of the harbor and city may be 
had. On the western and eastern sides 
ef tbe building are the main entrances, 
massive arches which extend well into 
the second story. Over the arch in con- 
crete work appear the national coat of 
anna, v, hile eagles of tbe some ma- 
terial make tbe general effect still more 
attractive. 


But tbe interior arrangements are 


what, after all, make tbe station a 
model of completeness, fevery detail 
of the exacting and confusing service 
to wbich its uses are to be dedicated 
were considered in perfecting tbe In- 
terior plans. Tbe transportation, ex- 
amining, medical, inquiry and various 
other departments of tbe service being 
assigned quarters that while they are 
practically separata in every detail, yet 
are so arranged as to follow one after 
tbe other, according to its proper place 
in tbe depatment. Thus from tbe of- 
fice of the commissioner tbe doors lead 
to tbe quarters of bis assistant, and 
then, according to rank, eome tbe med- 
ical, financial, examining, railroad. In- 
quiry and other branches of the serv- 
ice.

On the eeri-nth dsy of the month of 


SchrtWncl, la th» yeai 1254 of the haglra 
—ftkich U tbe Arabian way ot writing 
Dec. 25, 18SO—the sultan of Oman, 
whoa* Bums wax Seyyid Saood, Bin Sul- 
tan Bin Ahmed, zddrustsed a gracious let- 
ter to "His Excellency Martin Van Bu- 
rcn, Pi evident of tli« United States of 
Ko;tb Araunrn," in whii-h tie informed 
the president that be had sent him by th* 
rojal ship Sultance a few trifles as a 
token of friendship and good feeling. 
Thas* trifles eon&iated of tiro Arabian 
Lorxes and their g-oom. one bottle of 
attar of rose, two pieces of gold, fivo 
demijohns of rosewater, one Persian 
carpet, one (old otnatnent with a silk 
taasel, Conr camel's hair shawls, one gold 
mounted sword, tiro large peaita, one 
string of 150 pearls, one geid plate, one 
bottle of dinmpadi, one gold *nuff box 
stnddad tilth precious stones and on* 
box of mixed pearls and diamonds. 


The ship with its precious cargo ar- 


rived ia New Yerk on the 2d of 'May, 
aad the president was at once notified. 
Under tha ceaititation tbe president has 
aot the right te accept a personal gift 
from any foreign state er power, and 
consequently Mr. Van Euren was in a 
dilemma.. Ha referred the matter to tha 
secretary of state, and the secretary of 
state wrote t* the agent* of th* vaasel hi 
New York, and they, in turn,' informed 
th* commander ef th* skip that the presi- 
dent was without authority to accept the 
gifts. Bat th* eemms'nder was not will- 
ing to carry tbs presents back to his 
royal master, far the sultan had a way of 
cutting oS tbe head* af hi« messengers 
if they failed to deliver his presents. So 
be politely bnt firmly insisted that they 
should be accepted. 


F«aring that this might give rise to un- 


pleasant 
complications, the president 


finally decided to refer the question to 
congress as a last resort. Accordingly, on 
May 21 he addressed a communication to 
tha senate getting forth the difficulty ho 
wa<i in and asking that some action 
might be taken. Tbe matter was duly 
considered by congress, and at the end of 
two montli?' deliberation it passed a reso- 
lution authorizing the president to accept 
the gifts in the aaine of the United 
States government and to dispose of 
snirh as could net conveniently be stored 
in the state department. After three 
months of correspondence, red tape, di- 
plomacy and 
IvKltlation 
the sultan's 


Christmas presents were finally accepted, 
and then the president was put to the 
trouble of aellins tbe horses, the shawls 
and the reseirater. while Uncle Sam 
was given the fuithar trouble of finding 
a suitable place to stare the remaining 
gift* and was afterward put to great 
expense IB captnrtns the thief who car- 
ried off tbe entire collection in a bag 
and was only caujrht after a long chase. 


This is not the cnl« time that Uncl* 


Sam hftH got Himself into trouble by his 
popularity, Fqr many years our consuls 
nnd ministers in Asia and Africa had a 
hard time try IBS to convince emperors, 
Kultaas and kings that it WAS against tha 
laws 'of our country for them to accept 
tb* presents which these sovereign* in- 
sisted upon offerfnj tbrm to show how 
muck they t'V.tsbt of Uncle Sam. Many 
of these offerings consisted ot animals— 
horses, elephants, tigers and the like—- 
and our representatives bad no end of 
trouble in finding accommodations for 
such uawieldly and ferocious gifts, which 
are oftrimes forced upon them In spite of 
their protests. 


Of course. Uncle Sam has received 


many presents which he has been very 
glad to accept as tokens of friendship 
and good will on the part of foreign gov- 
ernments. Tbe*e gifts' embrace a wide 
variety of objects, from a plain whale's 
tooth—presented by tha king of the Fiji 
Islands—to costly ornaments, handsome 
piece* of farnitnre and rare paintings. 
The first gift reseived by the American 
government was two paintings, oil por- 
traits of Louis XVI and Marie An- 
toinette, presented by tbe king and queen 
themselves soon after tb« close of our 
Revolutionary war. 


Uncle Sara has been particularly for- 


tunate U tke matter of vases. 
Tbe 


French government's regard for Uncle 
Sam 
i* embodied in some beautiful 


S«vies vases of the hiirhr.it artistic beau- 
ty and very valuable. Among the most 
noteworthy ore the two French Limoges 
va&es in tha National museum. They 
are each over eight feet in height, one 
decorated with emblems of war and the 
other with symbols of peace. Their total 
cash valne—if we may be allowed to 
plaee a money valuation on a gift—ia 
$17,500. 


Another rase that should not be over- 


looked is the one awarded by the emper- 
or of Germany to tiiis country as first 
prize at the Berlin Fishery exposition in 
1830. 
It is made of silver, gold and 


glass, studded with jewels and is of ex- 
quirite desntn and workmanship. 


On the outside of the National mu- 


seum, as thongh deserving of no better 
accommodation, is a huge stone sar- 
cophagns. or coffin, which was presented 
by the admiring people of Syria to Pres- 
ident Jackson. "Old Hickory" did not 
appreciate the gift and swore tnat he 
would not be buiied in it. 
It is, there- 


fjpre. net looked upon with much favor 
except by tourists, who have up to this 
time chipped off more than ten pounds of 
it as mementos.

Next to vases Uncle 8am Is specially 


rich in swords—swordu of all kinds, most 
of then handsome and costly—that have 
been presented by various foreign gov- 
ernments or their representative*. Med- 
als, too, are s common farm of gift. Tie 
sultan ef Turkey showed his good will by 
sending us s siedal la commemoration of 
the four hnBdredtk anniversary of the 
discovery of America.

The ordinary method of reckoning time 


in Mohammedan countries 1* from sunset 
to suaset. Tvrelye o'clock is at sunset, 
nnd this is .the beginning of the day. 
Two periods of 12 boon then pass till 
the Boxt sunset, whereupou ererybody 
sets his watch, if he has one, backward 
or forward, accoidinz to the season. Of 
course accurate time in impossible un- 
der such a system. The telegraphs «ud 
railroads m Sjris,, for example, keep 
.anything but exact time, though it might 
be procured from the observatory at 
Eeuut, which issues its mean time. In 
Teheran, Persia, a midday gun is fired 
by the time shown oa a dial and this in 
eptte of the fact that the correct local 
mean time might be procured at the tele- 
graph office, which is regulated daily by 
a time signal from Greenwich, and is 
the time standard for all the telegraphic 
business. 
But the merchants aud the 


street car company keep gun time, and 
the rnilr.oad trains do not seein to re- 
quire a time table at all, as they seldom" 
start until full or required to start by a 
government order. 


There are out of the w»y parts of the 


world that keep very good time, because 
their clocks are regulated by telegraph 
from Greenwich, and then the Greenwich 
mean tics* it reduced to local time, ac- 
cording to the longitude differences. 
Thus at Lagos and the gold coast, West 
Africa, the local time is checked daily 
by telegraph from Greenwich and trans- 
mitted to all telegraph offices in the colo- 
nies. The time at Acera la only 46 sec- 
onds glower than that it Greenwich and 
Is the time used throughout the gold 
coast. 
Most any tort of time Is kept In China. 


As a rule the Chinese use an apparent 
sun time, obtained fretn sun dials. The 
foreigners at the ports on the coatt nte 
an approximate local time calculated 
from the Bha»en*i time, supplied by the 
telegraph eempnoiet. In the great city 
ot Tlen-ttin, with 1,000,000 inhabitants 
the time it determined by the municipal 
cb.ronomtt»r, which U the town hall 
clock. It it suppoted to be r-Tulate4 
every Saturday, when the eommunlty 
may set their watches, 
It has been 


known to be in error at le 
three min- 


utes. 
In India the standard of time tor the 


whole of the peninsula is the mean time 
of the Madras ebiervatory, and thit time 
Is used an through lines of railroad and 
In recording the time of sending tele- 
gramt to foreign countries. Local time 
Is, however, used in most towns and Til- 
lages, and it is announced by clocks strik- 
ing, 
gongs, bells and tuns, the tignals 


being given from churches, treatury 
buildings, forts and telegraph offices. The 
local clocks are set daily by the time 
telegraphed from Madras, and each tele- 
graph office has a closely printed table, 
filling aboat 50 paget, giving the differ- 
ence between Madras and local time for 
all the gorernmant telegraph officti in 
India. 


Not a few eotratriei constantly nse two 


staadardu ot rime. This is not trouble- 
some at all when we consider that, be- 
fore the adoptioa of the hoar xo»et, the 
rsilroadt across our ojrn contintnt em- 
plored about 70 standards ef tlui* la 
making Tin their thnt taole*. Railroads 
and telecrapks throuskout Spain nse 
liidrid tiraa, bnt for all other purpose* 
the local time i» determined by the me- 
ridian of each locality. Throughout Rus- 
sia St. Peternburs time is used for tele- 
graphic purpose*, and each place k*« Its 
ewn local titzie besidct. In Portugal the 
country j* ns keep their local time very 
roughly ;

telegraph •. -ice have the tini« of the 
Tapa<Ja Royal observatory. There is con- 
siderable confohion in tae Netherlands, 
and if oae'a v?atch does not ngret with 
the to-i7n clocks as iia travein through 
the land it doesn't follow that be has a 
poor ttaislccoper. la the railroad stations, 
telygniph -lud postoi3oes the ciact time 
df tho Greenwich observatory vdll bf 
found, la many to^ras Amsterdam tim» 
i» in nse, and it is about 20 minutes 
faster than reliable clocks in caanji oth»r 
towns that use Greenwich time, ard null 
other towns nsa their own local time, so 
tha Netherlands do not lack for variety 
in time stRB'^rds. 


Every place in Newfoundland uses St. 


John's time £or all purpose*, PT:'eptlng 
Heart's Content, which has special pnr- 
ileffos «•» a cable station. For local pur- 
poses this little town employs local tiine. 
Every day it receives a signal from Lon- 
don Kivins the Greenwich time, and as 
the difference in time between the two 
points is 3 honrs, 33 minutes and 33 sec- 
onds it is only necessary to keep the 
local clocks that much slow oa Green- 
wich time to have the exact lornl time. 
But in the cable oflic* all towsm business 
It transmitted with Greenwich time. 


In Great Britain Greenwich mean 


time is the standard and is used fer all 
purpotes nesrly ererywhere. Among the 
few exceptions is the city of Canter- 
bury, which met a time about fonr min- 
eles fast on Greenwich, and clocks at a 
few railroad stations are kept one or 
two minutes fast. Ireland uses the time 
of Dublin, and sa all the clocks in the 
island are 25 minutes and 22 seconds 
alow on Greenwich time. 


The oScial time throughout Argentina 
it that of the city of Cordova, which is 
telegraphed ercry day to control the 
timepieces ia the rations cities. It is 
nscd ererywher% in the railroad and tele- 
graph office*, but many citizens in the 
provinces prefer to use, local time of 
doubtful accuracy. The' people of the 
Hawaiian Islands try to keep their time- 
pieces 10 hours and 30 minutes slower 
than those ef Greenwich and call this 
standard time. At Bellse, British Hon- 


! durat, the clock over the courthouse,

HOW TO MOLD FACES. 


tluki Hay Be TaJcen Builr and 


Wttfacat 


W.H.Gaylord 


Human life masks may easily b« taken 


by any one nho is at all precise, neat 
and willing to devote two or three hours 
to learning and experimenting in this in- 
teresting woik. Life masks arc always 
more satisfactory than death masks, giv- 
ing the setting* of a Boraal rather than 
a fixed expression. There it absolutely 
no danger, although It is difficult to con- 
vince some subjects of the truth of this 
statement. 
When taking a life mask, 


the subject Is told to »it naturally, with 
the head held slightly forward and the 
eyes gently closed. An apron is put over 
the clothes for protection, and a tuft ot 
cotton it placed In each ear to keep out 
the plaster. 


The planter being mixed by dropping 


It into water, one is ready to begin. The 
mixing, of the plaster to the proper con- 
sistency Is one of the most important 
parts of the work. A little salt may be 
added to make it tet faster or a little 
glue to delay the hardening. Bluing or 
other color is usually added, so that 
wheik os? comes to chisel the mold from 
the cRst the two parts can b» easily dis- 
tinjruished. 
The platter is splashed orer the face 
with a spoon, knife er ttics. The breath- 
ing of the subject draws the plaster up 
an eighth or a quarter of an Inch into the 
nostrils. Tkut the mask receives the 
fnll impressien ef the note without any 
distortion ef tkat organ by tubes being 
inserted rn It The plaster it prevented 
fcora being drawn up t»o far by an nn- 
eonseiova careful control of the breath. 
As the plaster, in setting, reaches the 
consistency of cream it may be applied 
with a knife blade, and se the mask is 
built upon until the meld has the desired 
thickness. 
Care must be taken to aare all parts 


of the face completely eoTered while the 
plaster Is thin and will take In the finest 
lines. The mast must be built strongly 
where it eacircl<><&the face aud extends 
from the forehead to tht chin. But un- 
der no consideration should the harden- 
ing platter be pressed so much against 
the thin film Srtt applied as to crush it 
against the face. It ic evident that no 
piaster should b»> spread over the open- 
Ings to the nostrils. Within 10 or 12 
minutes after the plaster it mixed and 
2 or 8 inmates after it Is fully applied 
the mask may be removed by polling 
gentlj forward and 'downward. 
The 


subject must hold ait features quietly 
daring the operation, for even a smile 
would break th* thin iim of planter from 
the face. 
After removing the mask it 
is allowed to h»rd«i thoroughly; then It 
ii soaked in -wnttr in which washing 
soda, a!«m or some aisailar substance has 
Lean disEofvsd. 
T>sU prevent* tie cast 


from unitins with the mold. Planter of 
pnrie it th?a run into the mask, and 
when it ba» become set the meld is bro- 
k«n off. leaving a cast of the face.— Sci- 
ence Siftings.

Tbe witch hazol is common io damp 


woods nil c.Tpr the United States, and its 
peculiarity of producing, flowers in tho 
autursB is the same irrespective of ell- 
matrs. From tho shores of Ljika Michi- 
gan south, t! e bii!>hy. many angled little 
tree will clothe iiKelf lu light yellow 
fitnvers after the leaves have fallen from 
all the trees of the forest surrounding It, 
and although Gray' and Wood ara good 
autho: Hies, and both say, in their botan- 
ies, 
that "the vntch hazel blooms from 


November to January," observation has 
shown the writer that the bloom* begin 
to open in September, before the leaves 
ai'B cast. In Octolnv the leaves fall and 
still more flowers appear, and in Novem- 
ber every leaf will have bi-en stripped 
li-pm the tree und the fall flush of blooms 
will clothe the branches from end to end. 
Tlie flowers are perfect, or merely po- 
lygamous, and In clusters on the curiously 
and sharply anjled branches, and the 
stameus artS petals show plainly how 
th?y are inserted in th» calyx. Now, after 
November the stamens appear deadened, 
but the petals retain their golden hue, 
which is the resnou oar botanists haw 
for saying it blooms till January. 


By a right combination of circum- 


stances the witch hazel in yellow blooms 
will be covered with snow and ice, when 
tha holly sida by side with It is bright 
With berries. Until aftsr January the 
flowers clins to the leaflets branehes,-»nd 
then another curious phenomenon ap- 
pears. At this stage the fruit, or seed, is 
eilble and hangs on the branches until 
spring. The little fruit consists of an 
oblong, woody case, about half no,inch 
in length, inclosing two hard nutlets 
somewhat resaubling the seeds of an ap- 
ple. 
These seeds are expelled with s 


snapping sound, and any one curious to 
witness the phenomenon may stand near 
the witch hazel on a warm, dry, sunny 
day and sec it sow its seeda. The case 
splits nearly to the base, and after the 
seeds have been sent bounding th* ap- 
pearance* of the Ee?d cases is like the 
wide open mouth of a serpent. .It Is an 
interesting 
experiment 
to 
cut 'the 


branches with the embryo fruit and help 
them in a warm room until the expulsion 
sends the seeds bouncing about.—Tick's 
XLagazine.
